By Rate Notice No. 4330-11-A, filed on November 27,

2002, WESTERNMOTOR TARIFF BUREAU, INC. (WMTB) seeks to amend

its Break-Bulk and Delivery Tariff No. 11-A to reflect a four

per cent across-the-board increase in its rates and charges

(request to amend Tariff 11-A).

By Stipulated Prehearing Order No. 20029, filed on

February 18, 2003, WMTB and the Department of Commerce and

Consumer Affairs, Division of Consumer Advocacy (Consumer

Advocate) agreed to a procedural schedule that set forth, among

other things, February 21, 2003 as the due date for WNTB’s

responses to the Consumer Advocate’s information requests (IRs)

By letter, dated and filed on February 21, 2003, WMTBasks that

the commission grant an extension of time, until March 5, 2003,

for WMTBto provide its responses to the Consumer Advocate’s IRs.



By letter, dated and filed on February 28, 2003, WMTB

notified the commission of its withdrawal of its request to amend

Tariff il-A (notice of withdrawal). Upon review, the commission

finds good cause to approve WNTB’s notice of withdrawal.

The commission also finds that WMTB’s request for an

extension of time to file its IRs is moot, and thus, should be

denied.

II.

THE COMMISSION ORDERS:

1. WNTB’s notice of withdrawal of its request to

amend its Tariff 11-A, filed on November 27, 2002, is approved.

2. WMTB’s request to extend the time for filing its

responses to the Consumer Advocate’s IRs, to March 5, 2003, is

denied.

3. This docket is closed.
